A Historic 
First Step 

Israeli troops seal border as 
withdrawal of settlers begins 

KISSUFIM CROSSING, ISRAEL I Israel lowered a 
road barrier sealing the Gaza Strip to Israeli 
eivilians at midnight Sunday — signaling the 
start of a historie withdrawal that will end 
its 38 -year oeeupation, redraw borders and 
reshape prospeets for Mideast peaee. 

Two large Israeli flags waved beside 
the barrier. As it went down, a traffie light 
ehanged from green to red and three vans 
earrying settlers and their belongings drove 
out of Gaza, never to return. 

The withdrawal, marking the first time 
Israel will have given up settled land elaimed 
by the Palestinians for their future state, 
eomes after months of politieal wrangling 
and mass protests. On Sunday, Israeli troops 
took up positions to launeh the evaeuation 
and Palestinian seeurity forees fanned out 
to prevent militant attaeks. 

Israel’s army ehief appealed to troops 
to show restraint in removing thousands 
of Jewish settlers from their homes amid 
eoneerns that resistanee eould turn violent 
after thousands of anti-pullout aetivists 
slipped into the territory. 

As part of Prime Minister Ariel Sharon’s 
withdrawal plan, Israel also will evaeuate 
four small settlements in the northern West 
Bank housing some 500 people. Many hope 
the pullout from the territory Israel eaptured 
in 1967 will be the start of a true partition of 
historie Palestine between Arab and Jew. (ap)

S.C. Prison Escapees Caught 

Two men who escaped from a South 
Carolina jail while awaiting sentenc- 
ing on federal bank robbery charges 
have been arrested on a Floridabeach 
after a three-week manhunt, authori- 
ties said Sunday.

LOS ANGELES I Retail gas prices hit 
another record high over the past 
three weeks, mirroring a rapid 
increase in the cost of crude oil, 
according to a nationwide survey 
released Sunday. 

The average price for all three 
grades rose nearly 20 cents to $2.53 
in the three weeks ending Aug. 12, 
said Trilby Lundberg, who pub- 
lishes the semimonthly Lundberg 
Survey of 7,000 gas stations around 


the country. The figures were not 
adjusted for inflation. 

In the same three -week period, 
crude oil price futures rose about 
$8.21. Abarrel of oil produces about 
42 gallons of gasoline, resulting in a 
price increase of 19.6 cents per gal- 
lon — nearly identical to the 19.8 
cent rise in the price of gas at the 
pumps, Lundberg said. 

There was scant good news for 
consumers in the latest report. 


Demand for gas will remain 
high through August, but should 
drop after Labor Day. Prices should 
soften after that, assuming under- 
lying crude oil prices hold stable 
and refinery activity and ship- 
ments aren’t interrupted by natu- 
ral disasters, Lundberg said. 

Still, adjusted for inflation, pric- 
es have yet to climb to the record lev- 
els reached in the 1980s. Gas prices 
in March 1981 would be $3.03 per 
gallon expressed in today’s dollars, 
Lundberg said, gary gentile (ap)

Public Approval Low for Bush 


President pulling less 
support in polls than 
did other two-termers 

WASHINGTON | President Bush’s 
standing with an American public 
anxious about Iraq and the nation’s 
direction is lower than that of the 
last two men who won re-election to 
the White House — Ronald Reagan 
and Bill Clinton — at this point in 
their second terms. 

But solid backing from his base 
supporters has kept Bush from sink- 
ing to the depths reached by former 
presidents Harry Truman, Richard 


Nixon, Jimmy Carter and Bush’s 
father. Truman decided not to run for 
re-election. Nixon resigned. Carter 
and the first President Bush were 
defeated in re-election campaigns. 

Bush’s job approval in recent 
polls ranges from the low- to mid- 
40s. It was 42 percent in the lat- 
est AP-Ipsos poll. His ratings on 
everything from handling Iraq to 
the economy to Social Security and 
other domestic issues are at their 
lowest levels so far. 

Reagan was at 57 percent at this 
stage of his presidency and Clinton 
at 61 percent, according to Gallup

Cypriot Plane Crash Kills All Aboard 


Officials cite technical 
failure in jet disaster 
that claims 121 lives 

GRAMMATIKO, GREECE | A Cypriot 
plane full of vacationers slammed 
into a mountainside north of Athens 
on Sunday after at least one pilot lost 
consciousness from lack of oxygen, 
killing all 121 people aboard, more 
than a third of them children. 

The cause of Greece’s deadliest 
plane crash appeared to be techni- 
cal failure resulting in high-altitude 
decompression and not terrorism, 
authorities said. A transport offi- 
cial said the 115 passengers and six 
crew may have been dead when the 
plane went down. 

Helios Airways flight ZU522 
was headed from Larnaca, 



Cyprus, to Athens International 
Airport when it crashed at 12:05 
p.m. near Grammatiko, a village 25 
miles north of the Greek capital. 
Flaming debris, luggage and bits of 
human remains were strewn across 
ravines and surrounding hills. 

Family members wept in 
anguish as they waited at the Athens 
and Larnaca airports. When news 
of the crash emerged at Larnaca, 
relatives swarmed the airline coun- 
ters, shouting “murderers.” 

A man whose cousin was a pas- 
senger told Greece’s Alpha television 
he received a text message minutes 
before the crash. “He told me the 
pilots were unconscious. ... He said: 
“Farewell, cousin, here we’re frozen,”

Tough Pullout Predicted

Iraqis Face Draft Deadline 



KFAR DAROM, GAZA STRIP I There are 
no packing boxes, no containers, no 
deserted homes. Not even precious 
photo albums have been packed or 
taken away for safekeeping. 

It is here, in the hard-line settle- 
ment of Kfar Darom, its population 
tripled by outside sympathizers, that 
Israeli authorities expect to meet the 
most militant resistance to the with- 
drawal from the Gaza Strip. 

Kfar Darom is a zealously reli- 
gious community of 500 people, 
isolated from the other settlements 
and separated from the Palestinian 
town of Deir el-Balah by a line of 
walls and fences. 


Founded in 1946 as a kibbutz, it 
was evacuated after a three -month 
Egyptian siege during the 1948 
Mideast War. After Israel captured 
the Gaza Strip in 1967, the army 
built a post on the site. In 1989, a 
group of civilians moved in. 

As Tuesday’s midnight dead- 
line for leaving voluntarily looms, 
no family has left Kfar Darom, and 
people’s homes stand unchanged, 
said Sarah Friedman, a former resi- 
dent who returned from her family’s 
home in a West Bank settlement 
to support her one-time neighbors. 
“The people of Kfar Darom aren’t

Federalism remains 
divisive issue in talks 
for new eonstitution 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | With one day left 
to finish Iraq’s new constitution, 
Sunni Arabs asked Sunday that 
the divisive issue of federalism be 
put off until next year so the draft 
can be completed on time, warning 
they would not accept provisions 
for federated states.

Wilson Bridge work 
frustrates 1-95 drivers 
stuek in Beltway mess 

0X0NHILL,MD.| Motorists headed 
from Maryland to Virginia across 
the Woodrow Wilson Bridge were 
met with delays throughout the 
weekend as paving operations kept 
three of four lanes closed. 

“We’ll wrap up sometime 
this evening unless there’s some 
mechanical failure or materials

As temperatures soared into 
the 90s, crews continued build- 
ing up layers of three -inch thick

asphalt. The three temporary 
lanes connect approaches on the 
Maryland side of the Potomac 
River to three westbound lanes on 
the existing bridge. 


While many local motorists 
avoided congestion that stretched 
for seven miles, thousands of long 
distance travelers faced delays of 
up to three hours on the Capital 
Beltway’s Inner Loop. Signs warning 
of the congestion near Washington, 
D.C., were posted as far north as 
Connecticut, Undeland said.

Time to Hang Up

P H 0 N E S I Ever wonder if that spouse, 
friend or co-worker on the other end 
of the phone is really paying atten- 
tion? The “Jerk-O-Meter” may hold 
the answer. 

Researchers attheMassachusetts 
Institute of Technology are devel- 
oping software for cell phones that 
would analyze speech patterns and 
voice tones to rate people — on a 
scale of 0 to 100 percent — on 
how engaged they are in a con- 
versation. 

Anmol Madan, who led the 
project while he pursued a mas- 
ter’s degree at MIT, sees the Jerk- 
O-Meter as a tool for improving 
relationships, not ending them. 
Or it might assist telephone sales 
and marketing efforts. 

“Think of a situation where 
you could actually prevent an 
argument,” he said. “Just having 


this device can make people more 
attentive because they know they’re 
being monitored.” 

The program, which Madan said 
is nearing completion, uses mathe- 


matical algorithms to measure lev- 
els of stress and empathy in a per- 
son’s voice. It also keeps track of how 
often someone is speaking. 

For now, the Jerk-O-Meter is set 


up to monitor the user’s end of the 
conversation. If his attention is stray- 
ing, a message pops up on the phone 
that warns, “Don’t be a jerk!” 

The researchers tested the tech- 
nology at a bar in Cambridge where 
a group of singles were “speed- dat- 
ing,” rotating through a series of 
five-minute conversations. 

“Mathematically modeling” 
each person’s speaking style let 
the research team predict wheth- 
er a speed- dater would agree to a 
real date. It was a good sign, Madan 
said, if the speed- daters engaged in 
“back and forth exchanges,” punc- 
tuated by “ahas” and “yups.” 

The prototype version runs in 
Linux on a phone plugged into 
Voice over Internet service. Once 
the Jerk-O-Meter is completed, in 
six months or so, Madan envisions 
selling it as software that could be 
downloaded off the Internet. 

The Jerk- O -Meter is one of many 
projects at MIT aiming to make cell 
phones and other communica- 
tion devices more socially aware.

REDSKINS I Clinton Portis tried 
his best to make the argument 
that the offensive struggles of the 
Washington Redskins are no big 
deal.

Jim Dale brings 
Harry Potter alive for 
young and old fans 

SECRET SUCCESS I At aLos Angeles 
appearance, Jim Dale scrunches his 
face in a sneer and lets out a gur- 
gling, brusque voice that transforms 
the 69 -year- old British actor into 
the large, beefy, purple -faced Aunt 


Marge, a minor character in the 
“Harry Potter” series. 

The crowd sits rapt as Harry 
unleashes his magic on the drunk 
and villainous Aunt Marge, inflat- 
ing her like a balloon and making 
her fingers fat as salamis. 

Dale has given voice to more 
than 200 characters in the audio 
versions of the six “Harry Potter” 
books published so far. The first five 


audio books in the series smashed 
previous sales records with more 
than 4 million copies sold in North 
America. 

Although the “Harry Potter” 
audio books Dale worked on — for 
which he’s garnered much praise 
— have become blockbusters, his 
schedule is far from glamorous. 
Because of tight security restrictions 
on the latest in the series, “Harry 


Potter and the Half-Blood Prince,” 
he received only 100 pages of the 
manuscript at a time. He color- 
coded the characters and had to 
devise voices for the new ones prac- 
tically overnight, keeping track of 
them on a tape recorder. 

“I was the only one in America 
with the book [in manuscript 
form],” Dale said. 

Dale is not often recognized 
in public, but as he ordered at a 
McDonald’s recently, a couple of 
kids recognized his voice. Dale fin- 
ished placing his order as Hogwarts 
headmaster Albus Dumbledore. 

He says he is inspired by 
other actors, using the late John 
Houseman’s precise and deliber- 
ate speech to create Dumbledore’s 
voice. But he also finds muses in 
everyday situations. 

As he pushed into a crowded ele- 
vator one day. Dale heard a squeaky 
voice come from below. 

“Excuse me, sir, could you take 
your bum out of my face?” 

Dale turned around to encounter 
a very short man, and the voice of 
Dobby the house elf was born. 

With a career in entertainment 
spanning more than 53 years. Dale 
has excelled on stage and as a song- 
writer. Still, he believes his “Harry 
Potter” recordings will become his 
strongest legacy. 

“People are beginning to realize 
that this is another ‘Peter Pan’ or 
‘Alice in Wonderland,”’ he said.

The strange kick bike 
draws stares and 
gives good workout 

It looks like the bastard child of a 
bicycle and a scooter: a bike -size 
front wheel and handlebars, but 
no seat or pedals, just a rectangu- 
lar aluminum deck and a wee rear 
wheel. To make it go, you kick, kick, 
kick. Switch feet. And kick some 
more. They call it a kick bike. The 
weird hybrid is popular in Europe, 
and now it’s making inroads in the 
United States. 

Skeptics abound. “Well, I guess it 
beats riding the bus,” scoffed a bicy- 
clist who recently passed akick biker 
on the Capital Crescent trail. 

Actually, it does beat riding 
the bus. Even a beginner, cover- 
ing a mile in six minutes or so, 
would probably outpace the #34 
as it grinds up Wisconsin Avenue 
during rush hour. 

A Finnish medical student 
invented the kick bike to give 
marathoners a low-impact but 
challenging workout alternative. 
Distributor Roger Behrendt, who 
sells mail-order in the United 
States via kickbikeamerica.com, 
has shipped out about 1,200 so far 
this year — five or 10 a day, twice 
as many if there’s an article in the 
paper or a TV spot. They start at 
$289 (plus shipping), and a bike 
shop typically charges $40 or so 


to assemble one. 

Balancing isn’t hard. After all, 
you’re standing on a platform as 
opposed to sitting on a seat high 
above the ground. And kicking is 
blissful — with one knee slight- 
ly bent, you extend the other leg 
backward, a motion that is a close 
cousin to a hamstring stretch. 
You do have to be moderate- 
ly coordinated to carry off 
the foot switch, though. 

You can slide one on 
the deck while tak- 
ing the other off, or, 
if you dare, go for 
a hop and switch. 

Kick bikers tell 
tales of stumbles 
caused by a hasty 
hop. And please.

Different bikers develop differ- 
ent kick patterns. Behrendt suggests 
six to nine per foot before switching 
legs. Californian Jim Delzer, who in 
July kicked across the entire United 
States in 20 days, goes for around 
20. Both men agree that for uphill 
climbs, fewer kicks per side give the 
best boost. 

A top athlete like Delzer can 
hit speeds of 60 mph on a descent. 


and generally covers 9 to 11 miles an 
hour. An average Joe or Josephine 
will go slower, which means that 
bicyclists and roller bladers will 
whiz by. 

John Varrill, 50, of New 
Hampshire, became a convert after 
running took a toll on his knees. He 
doesn’t like biking, but he loves kick 
biking. “It’s been a godsend — some- 
thing I can do outdoors,” he said. 
He enjoys being able to shift posi- 
tions on the kick bike’s deck and 


finds kick-biking more strenuous 
than regular cycling. You just can’t 
build up the same momentum as you 
would on a conventional cycle. 

He’s happy to report that he’s 
been injury free. “The only time 
I’ve had problems is if I really go 
just superhard and pound my foot 
on the ground too hard,” he said. 
Now he builds speed with a light- 
er kick off. Well-padded shoes 
also help. 

Teenage boys seem to have a 


special affinity for the kick bike, at 
least judging by the response we’ve 
received: “What’s that called?” “How 
does it work?” And the inevitable 
“Awesome.” 

But the kick bike is a vehicle for 
all ages. Behrendt recently sold a 
kick bike to a Vermonter who want- 
ed to give it to his 79 -year-old wife. 
And he got the idea from a townie 
who takes a regular 18 -mile round 
trip ride on her biped. At 90, she’s

Quirks and rarities lie 
buried in the records 
of the copyright office 

There’s a home movie of Marilyn 
Monroe swinging a golf club. And 
Michael Jordan playing basketball 
— in junior high. There’s the score 
of an operetta by John Philip Sousa, 
the march king. 

College students who spent their 
summer combing through old copy- 
right records have discovered a trove 
of historical oddities. 

The Library of Congress, home 
of the nation’s copyright office, says 
the finds won’t be shown publicly 
right away. Some await clearance 
from the copyright-holders before 
they can be exhibited. 

One copyrighted photo shows a 
stained fragment of a program from

It was researched by one of 
the special interns selected for 
the project, Mary Brazelton, a 
Harvard University student from 
Washington’s Maryland suburbs. 
She found that one member of the 
play’s audience that night — T.D. 
Bancroft — saved the fragment and 


later wrote that the dark stains were 
blood that dripped from President 
Lincoln as he was carried out of the 
theater after being shot. 

Bancroft wrote about his trea- 
sure in a pamphlet issued to cel- 
ebrate Lincoln’s 100th birthday, 
preserved among the library’s 
rare books. He donated the stained

fragment to the Kansas Historical 
Society, and took the precaution of 
copyrighting a photo of it. 

Copyright is enshrined in the 
U.S. Constitution, along with pat- 
ents. And while patents and the 
legal help required to get one may 
cost thousands of dollars, a copy- 
right application costs only $30. 

“Patents protect how a thing 
works,” said Jule Sigall, an attor- 
ney who works on policy and inter- 
national relations at the Copyright 
Office. “Copyright protects how 
things look.” 

More than 31 million copyrights 
have been issued since 1790. Each 
of the records from before 1978 is 
recorded on a small card, some 44 
million cards in all. 

The cards are preserved in 25,675 
drawers that occupy 9,354 square 
feet of office space in the library’s 
James Madison Building. 

The students who did the trea- 
sure hunt recently organized a small 
private showing of the results, but 
public display is a different mat- 
ter where copyright is concerned. 
Eventually the library hopes to put a 
selection on its Web site, but for now 
it is being cautious because copy- 
rights, like patents, are often sold 
or inherited, carl hartman (ap)

Top Secret 


WILLIAM GOLDEN , president of lntelligenceCareers.com, discussed government 
contractor jobs and security clearances on Friday | washingtonpost.com/liveonline 


I already have a top secret securi- 
ty clearance. I was thinking about 
seeing a therapist to deal with some 
emotional issues. Should I notify my 
agency’s office that handles secu- 
rity clearances? Will this affect my 
security clearance renewals? 

You have no choice BUT to be honest. 
If a security officer found out that 
you met with a therapist and didn’t 
report it then you would probably 
have your clearance pulled imme- 
diately. On the other hand, it should 
not be a problem for you if you report 
it. What is important is whether the 
government believes that your men- 
tal state is unstable. Having a few 
problems that need to be worked 
out should not be of concern. 

My boyfriend has a security clear- 
ance. I’m a foreign-born nation- 
al who has been in this country for 
20 years. I think he is worried about 
my not being a citizen and his clear- 
ance. Is he right to be worried? 

Your boyfriend is very right to be 
worried. Bottom line: he needs to 
apply for permission to marry you. 
This can take six to nine months. If 
he marries you before that he will/ 
should lose his clearance immedi- 
ately. There is also no guarantee 


that he will get permission. 

What are the different levels of 
clearance? If someone was arrest- 
ed for underage drinking, does that 
mean they can’t get a clearance? 

Underage drinking? If you are just 21 
or 22 then it might be a problem. But 
if the underage drinking was five, 
10, 15 years ago and you’ve been a 
good kid ever since then it won’t be a 
problem. The levels of clearance that 
have “market value” are Department 
of Defense “Secret” and “Top Secret 
SSBI or SI or SCI orSBI”. 

As a person with epilepsy, I can’t 
join the military. Wouldn’t you say 
that this makes it more difficult for 
me to get a clearance? 

There are companies and govern- 
ment agencies searching for you. 
Most major federal contractors and 
government agencies have hiring 
targets for minorities and folks with 
disabilities. Epilepsy should not be 
a major concern with industry and 
the government.
